You almost alvays have a clear majority, With a сову group of five active members it 
is very easy for the most simple of questions to turn into a "round table" discussion-- 
hence a throe hour business meeting with no real guppy talk, In honesty, I chink we 
mast ask ourselves i£ our long-winded business meetings aren't the reason why our 
active membership is so lov, The one saving grace to our situation is that ve do meet 
in each other's homes and so ve simply don't allow the day to pass without at least 
casual guppy talk, I consider myself a real guppy person and an assot to Gateway 
Guppy and yet i£ Í found myself in a sterile meeting room situation such as described 
by "UM", L'a not sure if I could stay active, 


Whether we want to admit it or mot, many of our clubs probably need help or advice 
on programs, I am asking each club to tend me a list of programe that have been given 
by their clubs in tho past, I vill make no effort to edit this information, L will 
only eliminate the duplications From the various clubs, I will then submit the list 
to Ann to be published in one or more bulletins ав she deems best,

Please take this appeal curiously, Your suggestions might be just what sone club 
noede to get it out of the doldrums, iT £5 SERIOUS!!! 

Wow briefly on to the remainder of the article, When John Doo offered an addrens 
rather than advice on how to sefentifieally improve U.M, '8 present atrain, ££ would 
seem to me that perhaps be vas trying to protect you, We knew you were a novice and 
perhaps wasn't sure that you were ready for the trials and disappointments that cone 
with working with a lessor quality line, The question you asked vas an intelligent 
fone shoving that you had more than a basic knowledge. Is Lt not pomsible that you 
dropped the ball by accepting the address and not pushing for the right answer, As a 
novice, up to this point, I have not found one person not willing to share their know- 
ledge, but sometimes it is up to you to keep asking the right questions, 


As to the quick Judging of the Novice class = мав it a quick look because it vas 
Novice or is le not possible that the various dogroos of qualities only called for a 
five wecond examination, ТЕ does happen! You should have asked the Judges questions 
on their placings, 


I am disappointed in "Ш,М,'в'' paragraph on clones, If ten people divide a single 
drop of Fish and make no crosses, after 15 months you can still say they ore all the 
"X" line of guppy but they are far from clonen, By not culling or by culling in 
different directione = dorsal, caudal, ке, ete, most of them will be far from clones, 
As for making a few crosses and then calling а line your own, from ny personal exper- 
dence, after only one of my special ctosnen, I vould probably receive а personal note 
from а Stan Shubel or Mike Lastella thanking me for WOT assoctating them with tho 
resulte, It lo yous Line and your stuck with Lt, 


I senso a critieian of the bulletin and T could not disagros strong enough, 1, 
too would like to know why more paople don't show or learn aboue the problems paopla 
have bur 4f the articles are not subitted, they can't be printed, "U,M," = keep 
yourself in mind. You didn't sign your name, Someone even a little nore henitant 
Wouldn't even send an article im, The result is a publication with articles by the 
sae 20 people who are willing to share their thoughts, Tho IPGA cannot force anyone 
to submit an article, Perhaps, "U,M,", your article will encourage others to got off 
the fence and write those articles. Thank you again for sending it.

In 30 daya 1 had my first batch of you 
and another female impregnated, The lesson to be learned from all this vill be re 
monbered, The males Just cannot catch the females and got the job dons in a large

The Case for the Widetail by Bob Taber 
Guppy Associates of Toronto 


Tt is now 19 years since I wrote my last article on guppies, We left the hobby 
in 1967 and moved to the country to breed and train German Shorthair Pointer hunting 
fogs. The genetic lessons learned from my guppy breeding served me very vell, a» that 
with sone good imported stoek from Germany and the U.S.A, I established a Line of first 
rato G.5,P,'s chat were not only food looking in the shoy ring, they could also hunt 
and run vell in cho field trials, I soon discovered а genetic fact, you can't teach 
а dog to have a good "nose", he has to be horn with it. Finally my legs gave out and 
1 could no longer hack te through the brush 10 miles a day оп dog training sessions, 
So in 1978 it was back to city life and in 1981 back to guppies,

To my coveut and dionay, mose of the old timers were either retired or deceased. 
1 could literally Find по опе who vas really into guppy breeding or who shared шу 
interests, and there seemed to be no trace of my old club sround, For the next 15 
months 1 pursued the hobby entirely alone, I vas utterly disgusted with tha literally 
garbage guppica I found in mosr local pet shops, uhich in my former days I would have 
labelled as culla, As luck would have it, soma local vholesalera were now buying 
their fish from Hong Kong, Taiwan, and Singapore, not to mention Plorida also, due 
mostly to lack of local supply from hobbyists. it vas ay good fortune to Lind sone 
nice snakeskin males at one store, and a good looking widetail female at another, 
Though she vas of unknown origin T decided to try to make the combination, I actually 
waited from September 1981 through March 1982 for offapring, at which time two drop- 
pings producad 100 hybrid babies in total, Knowing then to be hybrids I used standard 
procedures and several generations later had a strain breeding true, What waa very 
Apparent was that on average these fish had wider caudale and dorsale than deltas I 
had bred tn previous yeara, 


About this sama time I finally managed to get hold of Chris McKay, who many no 
doubt still remember, vho, although ten years away frou the hobby himself, vam able 
to put me in touch with Rugene Viatzka, Present Président of б,А,0,Т,, vith whom since 
then T have developed а very warm, friendly, informative and intimate comradeship, 

Ho vas able to bring me up to date with all current IFOA happenings and news, and 
supplied ne а copy of the latest standards and Stan Shubel!s very excellent judging 
guido, I ман actually around when thone standards were argued, written Aud adopted 
bout twenty yeara ago. fo I reread thom with great enthuninmm, I маз pont inpreaued 
by а comment Stan made, “always leave room for improvement", Good advice at any time 
inca the "ultimate" guppy has yet to be bred, 


ence, the title of this article, my main reagon for which Lo to report ay vur- 
rent observations, comment on then, and offer what I believe to bo a logical wwren- 
tion for the solution of a problem facing present day brecders, Por twenty yaara we 
have had adopted atandauds for avordtaila, vefls and deltus yet nothing for widetatle, 


Firat, 1 decided to investigate the fich themselves in an effort to determine 
whut were the main areas of differences botween the typen, and what accounted for the 
differences in caudal width, dorsal abape and length, between che ribbon tail, ti 
Vell tril, tho delta tail and the widetafl or am it could be better named, the fan- 
tall, I believe that I have now accumulated sufficient data to reach conclusions,

When we breeder breed our guppies ve are but simply shuffling and reshuffling gene

or cross linkage that will lead to the impovements ve are necking, 
and ay breeders ve should be constantly watching for such events in oar progeny, 1 
have often thought, isn't 1t an amazing fact that ever since the guppy became a 
popular aquarium fish, nobody has ever produced anything other than another guppy - 
fan improved oue уеп, but an evolved one, that ie to way another species, no, Among 
1 che millions of guppies bred in captivity mo one has ever evolved а now spectas, 
So much for evolution, ve cannot evolve new species, only improve existing ones, The 
same is true of pure brad dogs, The various Kennel Clubs now recogníne 136 different 
breeds or strains of dogs, yet none the leas they are all dogs, from the håirloss 
Mixican Chihuahua to the Chinese Chow, ‘the same {a true of cattle, horses, co 
birds, plants, trees, vegetables or Flowers and whatever species man has had a hand 
in selective breeding, only improvement never evelvament, When onn crosses two species

The haste differences between the ribbon, the vell, the delta And the wide~ 
Tail are "gunctic" in origin and can be observed and demonstrated easily with the aid 
af a high power jewellers or toolmakera lema and a properly prepared and mounted 
specimen, 


The following are my personal observations and many fish had to be sacrificed to 
got at the baste truth, 

The average guppy bas a caudal fin composed of 25 raya at the base, a fev were 
observed possessing only 23 and others with 27 but on average 25 seemed normal, Tue 
mundur of basic raya in the dorsal {в 6 but in the majority of fish only 5 developed 
to full length, It van observed that the basic caudal rays divide as they gro 
Some divide oniy ence between the hase and the caudal fringe, hence 25 rays at the 
base become 50 at che fringe, your typical ribbon tail, In the cane of the vedl 2 or 
3 diviniona may occur, thus 25 at the base become between 100 and 200 at the fringe. 
It vas noted the firat division is about 1/8" to 3/16" from the dave, the second 
divirton 3/16" Further along, the third division a further 1/4" out toward the fringe, 
What {в true of the veil is also true of the delta, only nov wo observe 4 divisions, 
sach bale ray divides 4 times thun 1 ray becomes 2, then 4, then B, then 16 at the 
fringe. This їз not the end of the story, now comes the widetall, believe Lt or not, 
thia guy at maturity haw no fewer than 5 divisions, Each primary ray han become 32 at 
the fringe, Wow! you may, What comes next! Who knows! Only time and further im- 
provement 01 show us 1f 6 or 7 divisions ata possible, How ve must atate other 
Observations, The first 3 rays on both top and bottom of tha caudal do got divida 
and only grow and develop at maturity, Their purpose saama to be a atíffner for the 
caudal Leading edges to cut through the water av the fish svins, Tho next J or û 
raya do not divide an much or ve would end up with a guppy having а maar nand circular 
caudal, Pron my observations 1€ would seem that most of the divisions occur in the 
16 to 18 rays comprising the centre of the caudal, 


Now in the case of doraal fina the lesner developed leading ray also acto au a 
stiffener, che major dividing occurs Аа the 5 trafling ray, The divisions ars much 
closer spaced than those of the caudal and occur cloner to the body of the fish, 
Giving the parallelogram shape of voila and daltaw, however, in the widetail the over- 
311 shape i either wedge shaped or in extreme examples а ballooning shape 


The nowt difference noted was the shape and curvature of the caudul/body Junction 
area, Some are almost flat, вова are nemi circular and vone are paraboloidal in 
appearance, The centre ray of the tail Зн alvaya coincident with the centre crv of 
body scales, The spacing of the rays from this central ray Lo maximus in the tail 
centro gradually decreasing, towards upper or lover extremities, This factor is very 
evident in the widetail, eas in the delta, even leas in the vell and barely notice= 
able in the ribbon, The widest spacing Ls ín the 10-20 rays forming the contes mec- 
tion of the caudal; 


Now there have been articles galore written on the care and keeping of gupplen, 
e.g. food, light, water condtions, ate, Tt la my contention that all the good feeding 
and excaliont environmental conditions in the world will not change a veil into a 
dalta or а delta to a widetall, The types of fish we have today are the result of 
selective breeding and the inptovenente observed are "genetic! in crigin, There are 
two very distinctive features thar po alone with tbe widerail configuration, First 
due to the semirtecnlar shape of the caudal /body junetion plus the wider spacing of 
the primary rays, plus the greater amount of ray division the end product 14 а caudal 
at Least 90 degrees vide (1 have apecimens nearly 140 degrees vide). The fringe will 
be convex or scallop shaped since all rays tend to geow to the same length, Second, 
the dorsal fin will be wedge shaped and much wider than typical delta standarde, 
lengths of both dorsale and caudal will, of course, still ав now depend on the caturity 
oF age of the fish,

Since the only standards wo have are for veils and deltas, one finds one's wide- 
tails penalised for exceeding standards on width, shape of fringe, shape of dorsal, 
ete, Surely it is abundantly evident to all serious breedera, that Stans comment 

re, "leaving room for improvement", should be taken serioualy and a "videtail stan- 
deri" written, adopted, and added to the WGA standards manual and that classes for 
these fish be added at all РСА shows not as "opcional" extras but as "mandatory 
inclusions, One is certain that this will rekindle enthusiasm in our hobby ап nothing 
else can, since the "genetic" inprovenent vould now be recognized for what it really 
le, tt seems to тю it vould make a lot of people really happy. 


When he was alive it vaa my priviledge and honour to know and visit with Peter 
Butter, In those days he had giant dark bottle green "widetaila” frisking around hie 
tanks, literally chewing up the glass, they were the mont beautiful guppies T ever 
sav and made your head spin, Ме was 20 years ahead of hie tins, and I am sure thot 
ho vould roll over in bis grave if he saw вове of tha so called "lutter" fish of tow 
day, Privately he confided to we and che late BILI Wilson of G,A,O,T, chat the vell 
Was a step towards the delta and the delta was a step tovarda the vidotail and who 
knows where it could yo from there, The strain he originated has since his death 
Actually degenerated to conform to delta standards because the ntandard "hio" attain 
demanded vas never written and adopted, 


Thkok about thin guys, let's work to pot this Job completed, Let's start to ro=

The Case for the Widetail Guppy Associates of Toronto 


In ay previous article on this subject I shoved that there was visible, and 
demonstrable prost that the differences between the avordrall, ribbon, veil. delta 
and videtail are genetic in origin and should be recognized as such, We further la- 
mented the face that for twenty years nov, the widetaile have bad to play second 
Fiddle to the deltas due to lack of a proper standard for them, 


Lot me diverge а Little and call the readers attention to a completely different 
yet in some ways similar hobby, "Canary breeding", Canaries have a folloving far ex 
Ceding nur om hobby yee their breeders as а group have over the yearn тотуп! many 
of the problems facing us today, The commonly known varieties or breeds or types of 
Canaries feadily available anon; the fancy are: Border Fancies, Yorkshiren, Glouces 
ters, Fyffe Fancies, Lisards, Frilla, Amarican Singers, Lipachtones, Red Factors, ami 
nte too mumerous to mention here, Canaries come in all shapes, nizen and colours, 
some sing, nome don't (though they ahould!). The point 1 vant to make hore [s that 
a11 the various different "уре" of thia single bird are Lutoc=breedable for they ace 
MAL the tame species, and what їз probably more importane to us in that each "typo" 
has dts own specific standard whore colour, shape, mize, plumage, posture, condition, 
proportion and eye placemont are all spelled ovt for each differant type. The 
hicawlards even go ao far as to give exact dimensions, shape and construction of the 
show саде to bo used for that type, It would be an unforgivable blunder for a novice 
to show vp at a Canary show with a Border Fancy in a Yorkshire show cage. Enough 
about birds, it'n a pood hobby all by Itself, The Lessons to be Learned however, 
thane, Selective breeding produces varieties, and each variety needa its own standard 
hanod on the "nom" for that vareity, Since a multitude of subvarieties ате theor 
tically possible, there will always be problem specimens, vhere both exhibitor, entey- 
taker, and Judge will have problems deciding the right class toe ecopetition, but 
those can and should be resolved before the judging, not argued about afterwards, 


Tn the hopes the IPGA will give serious consideration to the contents of these 
articles, we would Tike to suggest and proposo a "viletall standard" nu close to the 
horm" a we can in tho hope that if wo keap it simple and stralpht forward we can 
laave "room for improvement" by having it aw open-ended as possible, in those ar 
where development 18 still taking place, Here 4 my proposal: +

the dropping of unhatched eggs from pregnant pupples, As it has been told to me, 
once a female begins this sort of thing, often she continues to do so from thon on-- 
for whatever reasons, 


While I no longer keep guppies myself, 1 oven to remember that certain breeders 
had the problem amd never Coumi reasons or curea for it, What makes the problem 20 
baffling, is that it happens In widely separated areas, to breeders vith similar 
lines of fish, and some Limes on a haphazard basda to these sana poopie, The lateat 
report to me (vith amy potential answers that 1 say auggeat) vas to guppy people in 
the Hew York City aren, "Until I can get more detailed anavers fron a fov of these 
people, I can only half-way саво at what moy bo causing the problem, 


Years ago the fact thar certain guppy kinds dropped eggs instead of baby Cich 
wes essentially blamed on tho utraina involved all having been crossed at one time or 
the otlior with albino or gold Linda, Аа la common knowledge, mixing auch genes with 
$011 genes gave noma excellent hybrid fish for one generation, Tt often Improved 
color, even added color nt timen, ae £t мав a hybrid cross, vigor vas likely improved 
(unwally for one generation only, coughly speaking) and мав the "standard way" to lone 
some unwanted trates such as siaturea of colors as compared to single clear colors 
that vore wanted, and making nev color combinations at timeo, BUT, аз often happens 
im such crosses, thero were adlitlons of unwanted factors at the sane time, In the 
cane of gold-albino-grey crosses, all or partial sterility van ono of cho happenings 
Ла а bide-lino effect, nont true golds and albino females may be extrenely hard to in- 
presnate, Group breedings vas the method often employed Just to maintain such strains 
ALL this simply means that sooner or later one came to a dead end vith polda and nl- 
binos dependant on how they wore likely to be kept for compartively long partoda of

Keeping ín mind, that gold-albino-grey crossing only bive grey guppies in the 
firat generation, any of these F-l'a used for further breeding will give percentages 
of Lighter colored fioh, both mle and females; these second generation fich vill of 
ten show tho very factors that one wished for in the first place, Of course, this 
sinply means the bent looking puppiem will ba the very ones that witl carry the un- 
wanted "recessive" characteristics that will cause trouble, With all thie in mind 
there could be several possibilities that may cause early birthing. 


(1) Genetic flaws from the use of crosses of guppy kinda known to he deficient with 
related probleme of oterility---vhich just may be what the early droppings actually 
are but acting different, 


(2) Acid water reactiona---ALL of the problems given to me by others are from known 
acid water areas, that is, the municipal systems Furnish acid water to some degree. 
Which is not too unusual, except this type of water 19 One that can combine very 
saslly with other possible contaminents to form compounds that could react with саге 

n of the weaker (їп recessive Пепер) guppy kinda an cause the afore-mentioned pro- 
blema, In other words, it would seem the trouble han to he sex-ralaced, Example 
Jn this area where the local чает supplies originate from lake Brie the water once- 
upon-s-tine vas во bad that tropical Fish could not long survive in the water drawn 
from the tap in the winter months when the lake was frozen and the compounds vere 
concentrated so badly, Usually fron late January until March whan the ice broke up

such [ish may be smaller than they othervise could be, they sake up for this by prow- 
Ing faster and thua a few dead fry is considered normal, ONLY when this trend becomes 
very acute does it really become a problem,

AQUARIUM RACK by Jobn tacks 
Michigan Guppy Breeders 


One of the major problens facias the anvice brewer or people with Limited 
Living areas is coming up vith the gpace for a suitable amount of aquariums and 
building a rack to hold the tanks, Having lived in a mobile home trailer, 1 ca 
aympathise with trailer and apartment duellers who want to be more active with 
tropical fish but can't due to the lack of much space. I built a rack out of 
2x 4» that holds 20 aquariums, It's just right for the novice starting out and 
for the person with a limited area, The dimensions of the rack are as follows 
70" long by 20" vide and 61" high, It holds twelve 10 gallon tanka and eight 5) 
gallon tanks, 


The first thing you'll need to do to construct thin rack fs to buy twelv 
<4 studs, Studs usually are around 90" long and vary in price (im my area) feom 
996 to $1.49, 


Next cut six of the 2 x 4's to 70" long, The next six ave cut to 61" Long, 
saving all ends from the twelve 2 x 4's, Nine of these end pieces aro then eut to 
20" in length, The next step is to notch the six 61" 2 x 4' aa shown: 


Once the etx 2 x 6% are notched, you ave now ready to assemble the rack, Lay 
these of the 61" 2 к 4's down with the two notches up and place three 70" 2 x A's a 
showa in fig, 2, The middle 51" 2 x 4 should be exactly in the midile of the thrae 
70" 2 x 4's, Live found the best vay to fasten the hoards together (a with L 

carriage bolts with nuts and washers. You'll need 16 4" bolta and 19 Jj" bolto vith 
36 hox пись and washers, Once the boarda are all Lined up, drill V" holes эв marked 
by an x in fig. 2. Do the sucond set of 2 x G'a the same vay, When both seto are 
securely bolted, stand them upright and place the nine 20" 2 x 4% as shown in fip. 3, 
Bolt all securely and your rack is now complete, 


Next month 1'11 explain how ahe tanke aro set in the rack», how many strains 
you can maintain and how you would utilize each tank plus sone attachments you can 
add to your rack, We will also show you how to expand your rack a» you grow, If

Last summer Astrid Young had asked for the breeders in the IPGA to submit articles 
or presentation at the Convention/Workehop of the European clubs, The Following is 
a reprint of the article sent by Tom Allen: 


SOME TUOUGHIS ON BREEDING THE GUPPY by Tom Atlon 


My love of tropical fish began about 1950 when, as a youngater, I raised fish of 
different varieties in a 20 gallon community tank along with a 1 gallon Jar to howe 
their fry. Only the most common Livebearers and egglayers were available and afford- 
able to a youngster and the thought of breeding the guppy never entered my mind, It 
wasn't until 1967 after а 12 year absence from the hobby to start а family that my 
appetite for guppy breeding began, After spending two years as a member of an all- 
species aquarium society, in 1971 1 became an activa ganber of Guppy Associates Inter- 
national Chicago and a corresponding member of the International Fancy Guppy Aesocía- 
tion (IPGA). 


"Hepardless of the depth at which you breed the guppy, you must choose methods 
and techniques which work ín your ayeten of breeding, What works foc one person my 
mot work for another, However, a good breeder 18 adaptable and vill test another's

in the event that one female does not pass the qualities which you desire on to her 
young, When а femalo 1з heavy with young, she should be moved to a maternity tank to 
deliver her young, Tt is imperative that only 1 dropping of young be kept {n a tank - 
it this rule is not kept, the breeder will never be certain of the genetic makeup of

The very best food for guppy tey fa nevly-hatched baby brine sbeimp, This may 
pose a difficulty to some of you since brine shrimp egga may not be available in your 
country, This is an example of being able to adapt by replacing the brine shrimp with

sone other live food, Brine shrimp eggs, while very expensive, are available to 
breeders in the States, Young fish will gorge themselves on Live baby brine aleoat 
to the point where they burst. Other excellent foods for size are frozen beef heart 
and Liver paste, Foods of this type, while appealing to the guppy, are difficult 
Gnd messy to prepare and need to be kept frozen until fed, Another aspect of feeding 
hich 1s important la to develop a feeding schedule which i» convenient for you based 
ba the times during the day which you are at home co feed (many breeders will have 
another member of the Kamily take care of some of the meals), Since the guppy can 
digest ite food in as Little as 45 minuten, dome guppy breaderw have reverted to 
Feeding as wany an 10 meala each day, An cxample of a six geal per day schedule 
Follows below:

How do you raise a good show guppy? What is'the-seéret formula? There is no 
single ansver, The one ftem that stuck in my mind was something I road years ago 
їп "Fancy Guppios" by Melvin P, Roberts = "Ruchleno Culling!”

At the November meeting there seemed to be an almost endless number of notions

Avay back in September 1969, there uso а series of articles widely read and 
discussed from the Pan-Pacific Guppy Association's club publication (The Guppy 
Roundtable) by a Dr, Eugene Larr on results apparently acquired on feeding certain 
fish foods normally used with guppies, Earthworms were one such Food used, The 
printed resulte wera long discussed, but not mich tried I seen to tenenber, as the 
Vora easily cane in firat, even over brine shrimp, in the listed results the 
grovth rate, color, vigor and size relations the earthworm diet camo in first. 
BUT, of the few who attempted to use the worms very few dd wo for very bug ="= 
at least {п the people who I knew at the tine, 


To be more exact, sarthworns are not a new food by any means when it cane to 
using them with tropical fish, In some of my very old fish magazines going back 
into the early 1930's, there were not only mentlons of their usa, but grater-type 
tenn vere advertised to use to reduce the sizo of the worm for asss of feeding 
fish, In Great Britain, I have been told, these are a standard item used with all 
kinds of fish and can ba obtained either live, or dried, as made for the purpose, 
Yo go this one better, when I was a kid soma sixty узага ago, the vafer fish food 
used with the common gold fish sold at mose department atores, earthworms were 
listed an one of the ingredients, 


In most any location with good soil and lots of mofature, mont fishermen can 
tell you fishworan аге easy to obtain, If you read the advertisements on the backs 
of a lot of modern magazines, there are various ada, either selling earthworms 
directly, or plans to start you in your own "vorm farm”, None of this io neva, 
What may cono ар а shock , however, 10 how you handle the worms when ít comes to 
using them ав fish foods.” Worms, аз thoy come in the wild, are likely to be foll 
of soil, This should be removed first of all, and the method is called "scouring", 
Tt simply means to put the vorms in a culture where there ja no wol so they will 
eliminate this in a "natural" vay, This can take daya, As the live animal comes 
in many sizes, (the largest ones are most wanted and eupient to gather) they aro 
mot suitable us puppy foods as they come, The methodi of making then of a smaller 
mise are several = going fron a whirl in the olectric blender to chopping then 

by hand with a knife, This, of courso, makes thom no longer a "ive food", Hor 
one of your nore easy or clean operations, vhatever vay you do it. 


‘The people who have usad earthworms, all say to use tho blender, make up a 
large batch at one tine, freeze the results and feed as one vould frozen brine 
shrimp or beef heart, Like any ground meat, the chopped worms will not keep well 
once they ave chopped -- even with rafrigeration, One other tip, The so-called 
Чам worms, or night crawlers are best, but any kind will work except the red 
Vigslers or "manure" worma are mot well accepted by fish, I suspect these may do 
mere harm than good very similar to somo predictions that happen with tubifex 
Worms == that 18, disease and water fouling, 


It just could be that the lovlJy earthworm may be one substitute for brine 
shrtnp when these become too high in price, It Jost could be that a blend of 
pre-prepared (commercially very likely) worms and brine shrimp may be the growth 
food of the future,

AQUARIUM RACK ACCESSORIES by John Mackay 
Michigan Guppy Breeders 


In my previous article, I had shown you how to Buld an aquarium rack, Nov 
1'11 explain how the tanku are set op, attachments you can put on your rack, and 
how to expand your rack, 


Once your rack Le assembled, you can paint it any color you vant or just 
leave the wood bare, А11 tanka are placed end to ond, that is, the ends of the 
tanks face the front and back of the rack, Now that your tanks are placed aud 
Filled with water, there are a fey items you'll need, Actually, the: 

4 good air pum} û good Lighting system; e good filter system, either corner Fil- 
ters or sponge Filters and heat, You сап either heat your room or use individual 
estore An each tank, 


Your choice of air pumps can range from the vibrator style, to the piston 
punp, to the oil-loss punpa which range in price from 035 to $300, The choice is 
Gourd, but whatever you use, have a back-up just in cane the original pump сопка 
dat. 'If you use the vibrator pump or platon pump, it is recommended that they be 
placed above the top row of tanks, The oil-free pumpa can be placed at any height 
Providing a back pressure plug їз installed, Pumps and atr aystmns are а whole 
article in themselves, 


Most of your filter systema axe very easy to maintain, On large multi-tank 
aysteno, I don't recommend outside filtera, for they tako up wore space than you 
have available and are generally more expensive to run, Tho majority of serious 
Burpy breeders tanks are bare wo underpravel filtera are definitely out, Corner 
filtre and sponge filters aro your best bet, I personally profer plastic corner 
filtero, the mall to medium aise for the 5$ gal, tanka and the large ones: for 
tens and on up. I change the filters floss every two weeks or ao depending on 
how dirty the flows 10, I don't use charcoal or carbon but instead use marbles, 
The marbles add weight to the filters keeping them in place, Tho sponge filters 
are in my fey tanka and the tonks I uso for hatching catfish, I've heard too 
many breeders complain about the caudals deteriorating on their mature males whan 
placed in a tank with sponge filters, во none of ay males are in tanko with sponga 
Tiltera, there is no adverse effect on the females or fry tn such tanka, 


Wban I мав Living tn a trailer, my rack had individual fluorsecant lights 
above each row of tanks, Tho lighe fixturas were the single fluorescent type 
which took a single 24", 20 watt tube, I had one aver each of the four sections 
Of tens and one centered over the Sk'a, The ones over the tens ware attached to 
1. 2a that were the same length a» the rack and rested on the 20" cross supports. 
1 had to build a make-shift support for tho one above the Sy's, Later on when 1 
wes transferred and built а new homo, I uned a 40" shop Light with two fluores- 
Ment tuber au the Light source, placed two feet out fron the tanka, centered and 

tached го the ceiling, This particular set-up gave me sore than enough Light 
and as 1 expanded, 1 added as needed, 


If you are lucky enough to have a space room for your tanka, it is easter 
and cheaper to heat the room than place individual heaters in each tank, The 
Quception would be Lf you only maintain a feu tanks, then tank heaters would be 
more realistic, On this particular rack, either way would be feasible, If you 
Tiam on expanding, then you should look into heating thè room, Twenty tanks with 
Renter corde hanging out can be а bit confusing when trying to figure out how 
many extension cords you'll need but by purchasing two 12" Tap-A-Linen and one 
tox 6 outlet poyer strip with cizoult breakers, you can eliminate extension

corda completely, Ву placing the Тар-А-Мава and pober strip on the hack of the 
rack, the corda from all levels will reach the TaycA-Line, The Tap~A-Lines are 
centered and mounted underneath the back top horizontal board and the power strip 
to the back middle vertical board, he Tap-A-Lines are in turn plugged into the 
power strip, You can also plug your lights into the Tap-À-Line and your pump into 
the power strip, The power strip guards against overloads thus eliminating any 
overheating of Cords and electrical fires, Anytine multiple cord installation 
occurs, a power strip should be an essential item,

In response to Josh Wilson's article, I feel he haa missed the point of having 
ow classes and their purpose, When a new class is introduced, it has already been 
discussed throughout the year at shows and club neotings, Interest bas been ex- 
pressed for that particular class, That dosn't wean everyone has that clans at 
that time, It probably takas a couple of years to work toward that class and for 
interest to grow, Most show guppies are a result of hard work and much planning 
for some time, When John and I first started showing fish in the 60's the puppies 
were quite а bit different from today, Emphasires change and popular choice of 
colors change, Also the guppy has to be raised by you to enter shove, You have 
to give the clase enough tine to catch on, As far a keeping watch on entry nunbers, 
we all know from experience that there are many reasons why some classes have more 
entries than others and the reasons change throughout the show season, 


For example, 4f a breeder has been shoving heavy in a certain class and has 
wrapped up the class early, there will be a slow dow in entries in that one class, 


WHAT DO 1 ПАК! 


Everyone concentrates on their ovr goals more heavily toward the end of tha sea 
and the classes are filled or not filled by chance, not by whether or not the class 
is popular, You can't predict the number of entries at any show, It's sort of like 
gambling in Las Vegas, it's purely chance, You should only be concerned about your 
fish, People hó show guppies оп a regular basis are looking more toward goals than 
an occasional trophy, Trophies are nice but thoro is more emphasis on developing 
individual lines with personal characteriética, Maybe a breeder 19 working on that 
one line of his own, with hopes of recognition from all breeders knowing him for his 
m work, 


Entries are all judged on individual merits, If there are 35 fish tn the 
competition or 3 - every fish la fudged by the same standards, The best fish on 
the bench gets first, the worst gets put down, There are standards that must be 
met, Diaqualifications are given where they sre needed, We all kúov that - we've 
"ll had the DQ in our experiences, If there іа that humpbacked, one-eyed fish 
that geta a place, {t'a rare and usually a mistake, Judging seminars teach us 
what standards are necessary to know, Judging helps us to apply those standards 
I've been with several judging teams that have dloqualified the whole class because 
the fish were Just not up to standard or not in the right class, That one entry 
that gots the Firat place still haa to compete against every other first place in 
the Beat of Show competition, that 16 the purpose of that class, I don't think 
‘tous breeders thank about an”easy win", It doesn't 
the overall standings at the end of the year, 
dict a class will only have a single entry, 


1f the IGA put the soper-vide in a show on equal banin vith the delta and 
weil, ft would have to be in every color class, That vould increase the number of 
Classes one more tine all around, That vould really be a burden on the financial 
altuation of every club, Having one class with all colors competing would even- 
tually evolve into one color and eliminate the rest because somo fish are genoti- 
cally better than othorá, The super-wide Would eventually be Like вау the albino 
clan, They all soon to be red, 


The question about tho yellow and gold classes аге atill being debated, | the 
gold class showed more numbers just this last show in Indianapolis, But tho same 
fish won because it du still better, Last year wa watched tho green clase improve, 
This year the half-black yellow looks better, Experiments go on and fish evolve, 
That 1s the whole nature of new classes and lots hopa that never changes, If tha 
папе fish showed up year after year and nothing changed, it would be a dull boring 
hobby, It also wouldn't be much fun, 


I don't think counting entries helps clubs, The clans has to develop and the 
breeders m Otherwise in a very shot time wa vould

TEREDITY AND BREEDING by Josh Wilson 

Part 1 Pennaylvania Keystone Guppy 

Association 

Scattered throughout several previous bulletins of past years are articles 
touching on genetica sone of which use varied descriptive terma and processes; it 
1s the intent of the author to explain and use universal genetic references that 
are modern and selentifically accepted, Most other articles disclaim any attempt 
to teach genetics, only to use genetie lays to explain controlled guppy brooding, 
However, if someone naed a brief course in genetics and heredity, let ít begin 
here, Í should like to review the field of genetics with you and expand on the wore 
complicated theories with each article because this bulletin should be both for the 
novice and the advanced breeders, Wo will begin vith examples using different 
color crosses and other universally accepted experiments vhich furnish proof of 
the principles involved in heredity, The simpliest examples are usually the best 
xemenbered and once ve understand the basica wa will start applying £t to fis 
breeding, For my initial promise, I shall assume that some one out there in our 
hobby lacks the same background knowledge in genetics as I did last summer, Then 
T asked a friend for sone information on genetics and later concieved tho idea of 
this series, Since then, I have come across some excellent articles on guppy 
genetica that are well written and Informativo; these will be included in the first 
Volume of "IFGA Extracts” as well as expanded versions of this series, 


‘The key to maintaining and improving good strains of guppies or any life form 
is genetics, And any discussion of genetics would bo incomplete without a word 
about the father of that branch of science, Gregor Mendel 1822, Not only was he 
the first to apply mathematics in examining biology, but he isolated Ма work from

Let's clarify the importance of using a homozygoud (ым) recessive in the 
tonteroas. If you tried to use the dominate (WW) genotype with any unknown: 
either (iv) or (vw) or (WW); the revulta produced would be the same phenctype red 
flower producing plant in all cases, There would be no difference in the resulting 
percentages because the dominant gene (УМ) masked your test sample; on tho other 
Rand the recessive gene allows a 50% or а 1007 test result indicating the exact 
genotype used in the test sample,

Tt was late August when it happened, and when I decided I needed a new method 
for heating my tanks, Рог the next tuo months every waktng hour was spent thinking 
about my fish room, It weened my thoughts kept coming up with the sane conclusion - 
"My тоа was too BIG." I couldn't beleive my own mind = all those years in my 
apartment I droamod of a large fish room and now every thought vas steering me to- 
varde a smaller room, 


1 kept thinking of other rooms I had recently visited, Ron Rush's room w 
about 6 x lli Prank Movmino'a about Û x 12; Joe Smith's 10 x 12 and the latest room 
to be redone belonged to Terry Wasylink, who had just completed a L shaped room. 
Well my mind маз made up! I needed an entirely now fish room, This meant endless 
designs and skactches of fish rooma on large quanitity's of paper, The final out- 
como vas that I had to move all my tanks fron the East end of ay basement to the 
West end, Don't ask me why, because I don't know - I have no control ever why I 
do these things, 


Wow that I decided to opend my whole room I had to decido on a design for nav 
racks, The final design came about 3 o'clock [n the morning, It was tn my hotel 
room in St, Louia during the annual, Rich Serva como up with the final design. Th 
plan called for the majority of the капка to be 15 mation, On the way hone from the 
Annual, John Bosolt bought all my 22 gallon tonks - ^ 2140 arranged for те to get 
all my 15 gallon tanks at wholesale price, Tho ^p was to insulate the walle 
and ceiling of what мар to be my now room and put in new lighting, I was able to 
iumulate the гооп myself, But by the'time the insulation was bought and put up two 
weeks had passed, Aftor that vas completed it vas tine to start on cho racks. Like 
in the past that meant endless trips in my car hauling home 8 foot 2 x 4%, 1 don't 
know how many times I would think "Where will this all end?” It soens lika every 
yeux I'n hauling something home for а new room of mino, 


Finally all the lumber vas stacked in my garage, It мав time to bring in the 
seve vas Rich Serva and Jim Shoffner - they came over the 
day after Thanksgiving, Jim could only atay for about tvo hours but Rich stayod for 
about 7, Ву 8:30 that might I had 2 out of 5 racks completed, For the next 8 week- 
ende I had someone new over to build a tack or a vall, Tiss!ly by mid-January tho 
тооп vas dona, complete wich caroet!sg, The room has 5 racka, The throe main racks 
are all joined together, They are 3 tiers high, The top tiers hold the 10 gallon 
tanks - below this are two tiers of 15 eallon tanks, The 3 racks combined hold а 
total of 20 ten gallon tanks аці 25 fitteon gallon tanks, I used the 10 gallon 
tanks for newly born fry, When the females are ready to drop they are put in 10 
gallon tanks to drop their young, I used to have the fry dropped in 2 or 5 gallon 
tanks but had the tendency to leave the fry there too long and would eventually 
stunt their growth, ALL in all having the fry dropped in 10 gallon tanks makes пу 
job much easier, After about 5 waska the most promising fry are moved down to the 
15 gallon tanks, They stay there til show time or tine to be used for breeders, 


The breeders have a separate rack of their owm, This rack 19 four tiers high. 
The сор tier holde 4 two gallon tanks, Each teir below holds 3 five gallon tanks. 
These tanks ars uned for breeding trios, I like the use of 5 gallon much better 
than the two's, but use the 2 gallon only out of necessity - 5 gallon tanks are too

The last rack holds Ш - 2 gallon tanks.and four 5} gallon tanks, This cack 
holds nothing but show fish, I started doing this last year, aud have quite a bit 
Of success with this, The show fish Just longer and I don't have the risk of 
spreading discase that may have been picked up at a show, The 5 gallons are used 
to hold tank entries 


My brine shrimp hatchers are on a shelf on the wall, I have room to hold four 
but right now am using only 2, which I rotate every other day, Jn all ay tanks I 
use sponge filters, I have used them now for five years and have had very good luck 
with them, The vay they work best le not to clean them too good, whieh means l, 
maintenance - that's fine with me, Tha 10's and 15's all have double sponge tetra 
filters = the 2's and 5's all use the smaller jungle filtera, 


One of the things that I did in this room that I always wanted to do vas to 
paint my racks, All racks are painted light blue, They all have plywood shelve 
which is painted black = this eliminates painting the bottoms of the tanks black, 

As far as the heating goes, since that is what started all of this, I use a thermo 
statically controlled space heater, It has 2 aateings = 750 vatto and 1500 yatta, 
Since the room f» vell insulated I leave the control on 750 watts, The heater runs 
about SOL of the tine and keeps the room at 84 degrees, The only thing lacking so 
for iv a door for my fish room, Right nov I'm using plastic to keep the heat in. 
You noticed in the beginning of the article the name of Dave Aras, well the door ia 
Dave's contribution, Since Dave 1з now in tho process of building his fish room I 
guess he'll get both our doors at the samo tine, He'll have to nov that I put it tn

In applying statistics to the study of genetics, the laws of chance apply to 


biology an they do to the phyeLeal sciences, Tons a coin, The chance that it vill 
turn up heads ia CLey-fifty, or а. The chance that it will turn up talla 44 also 
fifty-fifty, or M. The chance that it will turn up one or the other is certain, or 
one chance in one, Now toss two coins, The chance that one will turn up honda 4а 
pain N. The chance that the second vill turn up heads is also 4, The chance that 
wath vill turn up heads te Y x ¥, or k. The probablity of two independent events 
bocuring together la simply the probability of one occuring alone multiplied by the 
Probability of the other occuring alone, The chance of both turning up tails is 
Dintlarly ¥ x à, he chance of the first turning up taila and the second turning 
Gp heads ic ¥ x ¥, and the chance of the second turning up tails and tha first heads 
{eh he We can diagram chia in a Punnett square:

In two previous articles on this subject an attempt vas sade to show that the 
Widetail guppy is a genetic improvement over the Veil and Delta puppies and an 
argument was advanced to show the need for a Widetail "standard", and a suggested 
"standard" was proposed for IFGA consideration, Apparently this bas gained general 
acceptance by many breeders, several of whom have expressed their personal support 
in this area, There remains hovever an attitude of skeptictom on the part of a few 
ho still feel that the Delta represents the ultimate in guppy development, I 
could not disagree more with this lack of vision on the part of the skeptics, who

have oteadfantly restated every effort for the last 20 years to get recognition for 
the Widetail variety, 


Our President Tom Allen, in his newsletter, has stated factually that the rea- 
son for failure of the earlier attempts to gain recognition were due in large mea- 
sure to lack of entries when classas wera made available back in 1972, We feel 
Sympathy for those clubs who made the effort to gratiously open up classes, which 
obviously failed to pay thoir way to offset cost of trophies, ete, Tom posa on to 
tell us that at the Columbus annual, "the class vas dropped Dy delegates since it 
was felt the class did not benefit che majority of "breeders", This vas in the 
fall of 1972, but now it is 12% years later, Did that decision benefit the Guppy? 
What I think everybody should be made aware of Ха that this whole dehate started vay 
back in 1965, At that time Pate Hutter, Dick Eisenmann, Ralph Fisher, Stanley Mouk 
and several others were vhoving Widetaiis in the Delta class and winning with then, 
the debate re WidetalLo versus Deltas began at that time and nov after 20 years de 
{в till an unresolved ваце, because for 20 years nobody can agree on a proper 
Standard or define the mechanics of how to introduce a new variety into the present 
Show «et up without incurring extra expense and reduced revenues, 


Ar the Big Apple show in How Jersey T took a Long hard look at the winning fish 
1n the Delta group, Most of these fish exceeded the 60 degree angle of aprend 
Standard by 5 to 25 degrees, Most were relatively on the high side of the standard 
whioh leads me to believe that breeders want Lt во and that most are having trouble 
holding their fish down to the standard shape, Tho fah want to move ahead but 
breeders cannot permit thie f they want to continue winning in Delta classes, 


A suggestion hae beon advanced by a Western New York club member, whose name T 
do not know, witch could make the job of claseification much sinpler, “All Elah 
below 60 degrees be classed an Vell; all fish fron 60 to 90 degrees De clansud an 
deltas; all fish from 90 degrees and up be classed as widetatia," This suggestion 
has my support becausa it makes sense,

1 have mailed my fish Express mail on the Thursday morning and 4F tho fish did 
not arrive until Saturday afternoon - that iw unbolievable, The post office seems 
not to give a hoot about us? Souerhing has to be done, The IFGA officers are 
going to have to weigh this very carefully, We have to be given time allowance for 
the post office tardiness, This divcourages us from sending our fish to shows if 
they aro not going to ba benched, 


Nunber two complaint - a lot of the host clubs are not at home vhon the madl- 
ins do arrive, This is another poor outlook for us breeders that mail our fish, 
1f they do not have the time to sit home and wait for shipped=in then what is the 
use of us sending to shown, They should have the consideration of ataying at home 
until the time of entries close out for mail-in, I would like to see this brought 
up at the next meeting, Something has to be done, 


One time my fish were mailed from the Indiana show on Monday morning and did 
mot arrive until Priday afternoon, That vas Air Mail Special Delivery, Thin is а 
very poor outlook the post office has to the public that pays their salaries. 
Another thing which I find very distressing, Mail-ins must arrive at a certain cine, 
yat 3 houra later you can still have walk-in entries, One tine should be allowed 
for both, If entries start at 0 АМ and clove out at 4 PM the matl=ina should not 
be penalized for coming after the noon hour, Most expreso mail (overnight) deliveries 
do not arrive until 2:00 - 2:30 PM, This 19 the policy of the post office, I do 
mot wish for my fish to spend ali that time £n transit, That is vhy I use Expreso 
mailing. Air Mail Special Delivery takes too loos, But no matter what we do, the

How many times have you wanted to buy good stock to add a new strain, improve an old strain on to 
experiment with crosses? We hear talk and read articles about breeders using various crosses or that 
several straina are related to this one because it was from an original.cross! Or perhaps you hm 
been raising regular guppies for a while and you feel now is the timo to acquire some quality stock. 
Whore do you look for outstanding stock? This was asked of mo nt the 

member who stopped in to the show hoping to 

ence and in all honesty? Is one source better than another] 


1. PET SHOPS: If the shop is large enough and has large tanks which contain about 250 pairs of 
guppies all of one strain that really do look alike, thon chances are they came direct from the fish 
farm and were not mixed, If there are more than ono strain in the tank never buy unless you are 
positive what the femalos should look like that go with tho malo strain you want, But beware the 
females could be hit by any of the different strains, On the other hand If all 250 pairs are very 
similar, you can pick the best and be rather confident the strain Js pure 


2, SHOW AUCTIONS: Sometimes you can find good fish in the auction but remember you are not 
picking from 250 lonkenlike pales, you nre looking at only one pair. Try to find out who bred the 
fish and how true they are, Some shows require п mate be supplied with every fish to be auctio 
but they don't specify that it must be of the same strain, It therefore could bo any hybrid fish. 
Some breeders want ta help the host club and consent to have their fish auctioned Others uso it awa 
maana of getting rid of some hybrid that look good but represent no real line and therefore there in 
оп to take it back home after the show avon if it wins a first place A lot of fish go very 
cheaply at auctions, especially if there la an over abundance of fish to be auctioned and n lot of 
multicolored varieties qo for $1 anch, Auction fish usually аге 7 to 9 months old show fish that 
are past thoir prime for brooding. Remember the longor the enudals the more drag and hinderance to 
swimming that reduces the chances of the malo ever catching that female you want bred, On the othor 
hand, remember that a young male dos how all it’s good and poor genetic characteristics yet! 
"Then too, oven a 12 month old male a lot of questions and often we must wait until the Pol 
generation and sometimes even the F-2 Generation matures to renlly evaluate the original (РЕТ) 
breeding stock 


3. PROFESSIONAL BREEDERS: We hear a lot about certaln breeders who advertise Lo sell thelr 
fish at sometimes rather (евр prices. Sometimes they may be worth it but then there are times that 
their stock has quality or oven suspected imported fish. When such is the caso, just the 
mention of a br ay away from him, no matter 
how outstanding he was in the pe visit the breeder and soe his fish 
rooms and pick out your fish, who could ask for anything more! To order by mail could be a gamble, 
what is his reputation? Are there any guarantee of live delivery or specified age of fish, Three to 
four months are best but remember the malo dorsal and caudal have many more months of growing and 
development ahead before you can soe the full potential of the finished product. Some of these 
broeders won their fame in the past with their past strains... have they kept thom up to the same 
degree of excellence or tried to improve thom since? 


4, SHOW WINNERS: Look over the bulletin and write to the breeder who are currently taking the 
awards in the current sh — circuit, Now I want to wish you good luck! Some will not sell anything 
but will not openly admit stele position. Some do not sell fish but as a friendly gesture will give 
you some (there are not many of thee around and those I know T must not advertise). Some will give 
avery reason imaginable: they аге not getting any drops, the strain is almost wiped out by disease, 
they are not breeding true, and these are a lucky hybrid drop, and will tell you * Maybe in a few 
months..." Granted there ara times when stock ate low but I never heard the excuse "T sold so many

1 have no more Jef.” Some show winners are not about to sell you the same quality

Most will sell fish of the same strain that you can work with in your environment but don't expect 
these fish to give а first drop that will mature into a show winner with out a lot of work and luck

I have been jn the business of winning trophies and oven though they were not mine to keep it 
since 1945. Not with fish but dogs. 1 showed — was a thrill winning them. My husband and I are 
my first puppy at the big International Show in — now retired from showing dogs and we now Judge 


Chicago in the Spring of 1945. 1 won may 
class, and Bost of Winuors, Three trophies and 
threo ribbons were the prizes. I could not 
bring my solf to part with those ribbons and 
trophies long enough to put them away like most 
other exhibitors did, So I sot the trophies up 
fon the bench with my puppy "San" and tacked the 
ribbons to the back of hia bench, People were 
10 deep around my bench all week-end and I sold 
puppies from the show for 5 years afterwards, 


Tt was not Sam who got their attention, it was 
the trophies and ribbons, I decided right then 
that this was for me. T spent until 1950 
showing my own dogs and then became a profess 
donal handler and showed for other people. 1 
have won thousands of trophies for my Cliente 


dogs all over this country and abroad, 


1 have been to quite a few Guppy shows both 20 
years ngo when we had somo tanks and in the last 
few years, Í had never seon a trophy, award 
card, or a ribbon except in Stan Shubeis home. 
T finally decided to show at St Louis this year 
and did go to the hospitality room, There was 
the nicest display of trophies and rosettes one 
could as for, Ae they ware given out they were 
placed either under or near the winners chair. 
T asked one of the big winners seated near mo 
if they ever gave cash prizes, He told me very 
emphatically that when they stopped giving

HUMIDITY IN THE FISH ROOM 


At tho Annual there was a lot of guppy 
talk. А couple of us at the bar were discussing 
problems in our fish rooms. One such was 
humidity and water condensation on the ceiling 
and walli. 


Mr Machoy vaid that to reduce his he has placed 
glass covers on all his tanks and this eut down 
оп the problem by ot least 90 percent. Me Yater 
had the same problem, but was getting mildew on 
his paneling from the moisture 


One way to stop this is to reduce the moisture 
ot protect the finished surfaces. | am going to 
Put one inch styrefnam and cover it with proper 
fiber insulation. After that T will Imak 
cover of water proff sheet rock or plas 
board. 1 will also cover all tanks with individ 
val piecos of slasa tu reduce the evaporation 
and maintain а more even temperature. The 
over will also reduce replacement water usage

1 hid done this once before and did not 
sive It any special thought, My entire hause was 
sprayed including my basement fish room and 
Compressor room. 


Then, in about 48 hours ~ DISASTERII Many fish 
started dying. In Just a very short timo, T had 
probably lees than twelve guppies total in my 
first 20 tanks and I was losing fish in а fow 
others! 1 ended up putting the bleach to а total 
of twenty two tanks, 


1 am naw to serious fish raising and so for over 
п week, 1 knew why the fish died (the extermin 
ator) but really wasn't sure why thoy died thls 
Lime and not the first time 1 had the house 
sprayed, Tho answer was that I now have a new 
moro powerful compressor which picked up the 
fumes and poison in the air and carried them 
right into the first tanks coming off my 
compressor. LESSON I no extorminators or if 

inevoidable, soak sound advice on how to prevent. 
disaster, 


To make mattors worso, these tanks hold probably 
95% of the Albino Line | have been winning with 
mnd also my holding tanks for the fish T was 
showing, LESSON I1 + If you are soriously 
working and showing a lino of fish: avoid having 
them in one area where something like this could 
happen or where disease could do great horm to 
all of thom. 


The ultimate "Goof" was being first in a class; 
having another line not affected by this 
dlsustor but being only fair and young. | told 
myself not to bother with tank entries because T 
knew my rival's guppies were better at that 
particular tme. T was surprised to find only 
two tank entries in the show ~ those last 
two places could have been mine. LESSON IIT 
don't out guess yourself. Don't aesume anything 
about your fish or those of your opponent. If 
you don't enter, YOU CAN'T WIN! Who knows, L 
тау well have thrown a championship away because 
T did not have confidence in my fish. It will 
not happen again, =н» Bill St Clair

These fish can Inst 
for up to ton days and even longer, and atl) 
remain in good health. When you ‘ship long 
stances, DON'T FRED your flah the day before 
You then reduce the chance of fouling up the bag 
and stagnatine the water, We opened several] 
cartons of fish during our show and the odor was 
‘unbearable. 


Big Apple's next show will bo tho end of Oct of 
1986; so please arrange to ship early and keep 
in mid insulating those cartons. 1 for one 
believe in henvy insulation and use wool liners 
around the fish bags in all my cartons, It 
keeps the fish warn in cool weather and cool in 
hot summer weather. Remember ship early, 
insulate and label the cartons + "LIVE FISH” & 
"PERISHABLE" to keep your cartons from refriger: 
ation. It does happen!!

If you've ever boan to n race track, you aro no stranger to the amount of 
concentration the avernge “rallied” puts in picking his/her winners..all because he/she 
stands a chance of losing а 82 bot, Yot wo think nothing of placing 82 bete each time 
we exhibit our tank entries with little study and many times finish out of the money 
because we didn't pick our entries correctly.

However, 

having to select 5 matched males from a tank filled with 25 beauties by matching 
one-to-one is mind boggling to say the 


Well then, is there n better way to pick tank entries? Tho method to be outlined in the 
following paragraphs is an attempt (however feoble) to document а systematic approach 
‘which has brought good results in the past, It could easily be called the "mismatch" 
technique since It relies heavily on our ability to select our best tank/brooder entries by 
^ gradual elimination of all non-matched fish. Nota the use of the word gradual In the 
Preceding sentence, Whether picking winning horsos or show guppies. it takes time and 
concentration and should not be rushed 


Let's start hy placing all the guppies eligible in a tank largo enough «o the fish 

we have don't have to "bellyup but enough so our eyes don't 

to faco both oa acide to separate (I5 males do well in а ten 

gallon tank). the necessary precnutions to take in order to avoid tailaplite 
Also neodad aro a 35 gallon 

tank along with а couple of drum bowls, Whenever possible, do not uae the drum bowls to 

match fish since thy distort the shape of tho fish making you Job mort to impossible, 


A duplication of show conditions (black background and accurate lighting) while not 
an absolute ne Опо should be cautious not to plek fish under 
Tloreseent fishroom lighting whon incandescent spot lights are to be used in the show. 
Anyone who has bred blues or greens and exhibited thom know the valuo of truo lighting. 


Once the fish have been acclimated to thoir now surroundings, you can start to 
tackle the task at hand. Selecting your non-matchos should be done by examining your 
fish in tho following categoria 

Body sizo 

Caudal aizo/shape 

Dorsal size/ 

Caudal color 

Dorsal color 

Body color/markings 


The sequence of the checks will vary based on the over-all likeness of the entire 
batch. In other words, you may not even bother to check caudal color sinco all the 
‘euppion you have are remarkably slike in thot respect, Technically then, If our plan works 
correctly, the final pair will bo least dissimilar and, therefore, the best matched (though 
lightly smaller) tank entry you have. 


it's zero in on the Body size category and sae how the aystem works. Using the 
setup illustrated earlier, select from your 15 fish sample, those fish which aro obviously 
larger, those obviously smaller, and those obviously off colored. Place them by size (larger 
vs. smaller) in the two drum bowls. Move the larger sized fish to the mall tank and pars 
through the remainder of the checks to see If one or moro good tank/breeder entries in 
available from these. Any fish not paired in this stop should bo considered

sroup can either be returned to their original tank, if thelr sito proves to be a problem, 
or used if additional entries are needed. Now, back to our norm group. Ae was dono with 
body size, tho romaining guppies should be inspected for obvious Imperfections in the 
remaining categories: caudal size/shape, dorsal sizo/shapo, caudal color, dorsal color, and 
body color/markings. Опсе through this phas ple (2) matter of choosing pairs 
since the fish remaining in our norm group should be the most alike in the batch.

‘CROSSBREEDING 


Crombreading, la the opposito of inbroeding; it promotes the pairing of unlike gone 
by tho mating of different families, broods, or species, The crossing of individuale that 
balong to different families within a breed is often spoken of as outcrossing: but for our 
purposes it will refer to crossing between different classes of guppies. Actually tho 
difference botwoon the crossing of families or breads and the crossing of broods and 
‘apocioe la merely ono of degree on a sliding senlo. It this respect It is comparable to tho 


on inbrooding and lino breeding. 


м are les which they com 
Guterovsing combined with aeloction ls a highly useful technique for within-brood 
Improvement for moderately to highly heritable traits, heterosis ia the difference in tho 
performance of the offspring from the average of parental typos which is often observed 
in crosses between breads, Inbred linos, or species. The genetic and physiological bases 
of heterosis aro not clearly understood, Among within-apocios croson, heterosis is most 
apparent for tha lowly viability, Even though it is 
not well understood, hetaros 

perhaps inbred lines within breeds, Bre 

improve combining ability of lines or breed combinations may have increasing applicability 
in domestic guppi 


‘The effects of outbroeding are generally opposite those of inbreeding, since with 
outbrooding heterozygosity is increased. Tor the most part, tho practical usefulness of 
outbrooding results from the fact that genes with favorable effects generally express 
In crossing two diverse strains, lines, or breods, an 
With the incroasod heterozygosity, “hybrid vigor” ts 

of the offepring exceed, the 
eterosís ie a more general expression for the difference betwoen the average of the 
offspring and the parental average, with the potential for positive, negative, or no 
‘The increase in heterozygosity may promote individual superiority, but It 

ice» average brooding values. 


Inbreeding and crosebreeding aro part of the same phenomenon. The results of both 
are explained by Mendol' lawe end the interpretation of hybrid vigor. 
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OBJECTS OF CROSSBREEDING — 

Grossbreeding is the third tool the breeder has with which to work townrd genetic 
Improvement, The other two are soloction and inbreeding, Genetic Improvement can come 
only through tho sorting ovi of the genes which produce the most desirable results and 
by bring together the gene combinations that yield the most desirablo effects 


Daring the history of animal breeding and more recently the constructive work of 
the plant breeders have demonstrated that crossbreeding is a TOOL to be used for 
wenetic improvement. In general during the past several decades animal breeders and 

ily guppy breeders have been reluctant to recogni possibilities in eros 
breeding, This situation, however, has been changing with in certain species during the 
past fow yours 


Aunin the chief reason for crossbreeding iw to bring about an increase in VIGOR. 
Vigor is used in this instance to cover almost everything that pertains to strain 
desirability, Tho main items are rate of growth, economy of growth, fertility, and general 
body condition and strength, 


The guppy traits most useful to man may not be compatible with the traite that are 

Tupby under natural conditions, A high degree of fertility is very 

Under natural conditions a potential drop of 100 fry 

the size of the female to such proportion and of such a hinderance to 

swimming that it would certainly be a liability against preditors, Tho strains thot 

Prodacos fewer number of young, but young that aro stronger at birth, may be better 

sulted to survive. A rapid rato of growth is dosirablo in the production of marketable 

fish, but lo the wild it may be a handicap, The fast-growing fish requires а larger daily 
Intake of food than the slow-growing wild fih. Under natural conditions 
food may often be lacking, and the fish with tho inherent capacity for 
handicapped more than the one with lese capacity for growth. The same 

applies to adult size, 


‘The chief reason for including the above at this point ie to point out that vigor 
may moan different things undar different conditions and that It iw well to exercise some 
caro in the generalizations drown from wild types. The fact remains that crossbreeding 
көпөгайу rosulta in an increase in all the clemente of vigor, aw measured under domestic 
conditions. A largo portion of this increase is due to bringing more dominant genes into 
play, 


It has froquontly bean stated that inbroeding produces uniformity and crossbreeding 
produces variability. A statement of this typo causes confusion unless it is well qualified 
As a rulo first and socond crosses yield very uniform populations. Inbreeding if continued 

vada to the development of families and subfamüles the members of which are 
remarkably uniform, but the immediate results of lubreeding a heterozygous population is 
segregation of both phenotypes and genotypes. 


Crosstreading promotes the pairing of unlike genes, and it ls used for the following 

1. A single cross is used to introduce new genes in a close-bred family 

Tt is а logical procedure in constructive breeding. The quickest and 

most certain method of improving a trait is to cross breed some stock 

known to be high in that trait. Tho argument is often advanced that 

every strain hos all the genes necessary to make within reason — 
whatever is desired from the strain. Even if this statement is correct, 

it ls absurd to take 10 years to do a job that can be done in less time 

by the uso of an improved technique. 
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The above-mentioned type of crossing is often spoken of as outerossing and is very 
familiar to livestock breeders. It has not been used generally, however, in animal breeding 
with the deliberateness with which it hae been used by constructiva plant breeders. The 
dev lopment of improved inbred lines is almost certain to lend to the use of outcrosses 
for very definite reasons, 


2. А second reason for crossbreoding is to make the cross brods the 

basis of a new strain. The majority of our present improved strains 

originated from crossbred foundations, For countless years crossing fo 

this reason has been frown upon in guppy circles. and strain promoters 
ont evidence that their 


part of the evidence avallablo regarding both strain history as with the 
history of the human race, It is also the result of a failure to 
recognize the biological laws of inheritance, 


Ultimately it makes no difference how long a breed or stralo has been bred from 
within, for the value of the breed or strain depende on what can be done with it 
Obviously the шег Subsequ 
Inbrooding from New gene groupings 
are thereby created,

3. The major reason for crossbroeding is to produce a more marketable 
product, advance the potential of tho strain, improve vigor and obtain 
show quality wuppies.

"This is becuse every breeder М 

his own unique environmental conditions. Stunted or weak fish are not vigorous enough or not even 
‘good quality to breed, Assuming that the strain has a good pedigree, there is still hope, Choose 
the best malos and females, and muss breed thon. If the guppy brooder can boot the odds end get one 
brood of fry, he is on his way. In a way, it is like natural selection. The guppies that con live 
and mate are genetically capable of living in the breeder's environmental tank conditions, By 
continuing this slow process, the breeder can obtain a stronger end a fertile strain. 


‘The breeders should simultaneously outcross somo of tho gupplos to а similar strain sometimes. 
introducing в vigorous malo or а strong healthy female can solve infertility. Though tho breeders 
risk losing the traita desired. It la likely the cross may go towards the strain outerowsed to 
since it carries the vigor, 


Broeding for vizo can ba detrimental to the fertility of n strain, Sometimes using the largest 
male is the worst move in a breeding program. Large males can be mules, either male or female, 
Also large malos may have loss than normal amounts of male hormones, Malo hormones givo the male 
the natural tendency to bred. The maln thing t d ls to study your malos and soo who are the most 
vigorous broedora 


‘The strain should be discarded if it falls to reproduce satisfactorily after considerable 
efforts. Portility la important since the greater number of guprios obtalned means a better chance 
of wotting greater number of wuppies with the desired genetic combination. Infortility in just ono 
of the things that makes guppy brooding interesting and challenging:

‘Tho most difficult ingredient Lo find was trout meal. This is the food seen at such locations 
ne Sea World & used to feed fish in ponds. It is pelletized commercially mado food, I was able to 
order a 50 Ih bag form a feed and grain store in the cleveland ares, If you are thinking of trying 
this food, | don't recommend you go in with a fellow ачаа! to defray the initial cost, Whole 
squid ls available at most large grocery chains, although again you must buy about 5 Ibe, I use 
"Royal Brand Calanall” which is о monterrey squid, Smelt is available fresh or frozen at most largo 
food stores. Although L always use the frozen, For Groen Vegetable, 1 recommend fresh spinach as it 
ls recognized as one of the most nutritious of all vegetables, Do not use canned spinach, both 
because it la already processed and it conteine too much water and it will offset the final sterili 
ation of the food. A water-soluble type vitamin should bo used, Parter-Davis produces n baby vitamin 
called Abdec in liquid form and this will provido all the vitamina necessary. You must also purchas 

а bottle of Vitamin B-1 [Thiamine]. The reason for this is that fish such as smelt contain an enzyme 
‘which breaks down thiamine. The only way to make sure your fish are getting enough from this food 
ls to supplement heavily, T add two - 200mg Tableta to the 6 1b formula, 


То proparo you need a food blender, electrie boator, а sharp knife, measurers, a large mixing 
bowl, cutting board and а scale. 1 purchased n small postal scale to measure exactly or you will be 
disappointed in the resulta, To much water and the formula will not set-up and not enough will cause 
tho batch to be rubbery, 


PROCEDURE: 


1, Chop up smelt and squid into chunks, 
2. Put 18 om of warm water in the blender. ndd clam julco and fish chunks slowly. Blend on 
liquify or fast spoed, 
‘Add spinach. Pour into mixing bow. 
I. Add 14 ozs warm water to blender, Add trout moal. Pour into mixing bowl. Use 4 оза water 
o rinsa out blender, 
Using electric mixer, add vitamin, color and paprika 
‘Add gelatin slowly, but steadily Into vortex of mixer - increase «peed of mixer as mixture 
ta thicker. Make sure all golatin is dissolved, This step should not tako over 30 
conde, 
Pour into shallow plastic tray. I use 9° X 13" "Tupperware" cake tray for 6 Ib butch, 
Place in refrigerator for 6-8 hour. 


After eight hours in the refrigerator, cut the food into largo chunks [1 1/2 X 2 1/2] and place 
2 chunks each in a plastic "baggy" and freeze. When using, 1 «et out at room temperatura for a few 
hours until completely thawed, If made properly you can cut the food into any size piece desirod 
This is one of the advantages of this food. You can cut it to any size depending on the fish to be 
fodi you сап also squeeze a little between your fingers and it should crumble into small pieces for 
any size fish, You will find that catfish will love this food als, 


You can of course modify the formula а little if you like, 1 have occasionally used carrots 
Instead of spinach both for nutritional variety as well es w source for natural color. In the 
formula there is mentioned food color. The color can be added so uneaten particles are casior to 
нав and remove. I use natural colors such as 100% cathaxanthin beads and beta-carotene bendlets 
which I obtain from Hoffman-La Roche, Inc. Agnin I substitute about 1/4 teaspoon of this to each 
batch.

I've hoard many things about “The Aquarium Hentar",.mostly bad, Tha purpose of this article 
la Lo Inform new comere to the hobby as well as others about the facts 


‘The manufacturers of the aquarium heater naturally desire to push thair product... an thay will 
often exaererate and distort the facte. For instance, they will often insist that tropical fish 
‘Cannot withstand changes in wetor temperature, and that the temperature must remain continuously tho 
same. Lot me clarify this statement, First, It has been discovered that in the wild, the daytime 
temperature la almost always higher than at night, Further the streams that these fish inhabit [and 
this eludes guppies] are not the same uniform temporature, À stream may bave water trickling in 
to it from some tributary which is slightiy cooler, When these two different levels of water 
minglo, the resulting temperatures will vary somewhere midpoint between the two at the junction 
Now lot's got to the point that a two or three degree fluctuation in temperature is not harmful to 
Guppies or any other tropicals, However, when there is п very sudden drop in temperature soy from 
TË to 60 degrees, then there ls a great danger. This danger Hes in the fact that these fish cannot 
acclimate so quickly, thelr resistance to disease will be lowered, and most assuredly parasites may 
attack. fungus or bacteria normally found in the wild and in aquarium. This will quickly harm or 
kill the fish, 


Generally speaking, tho temperatures the aquarist feels confortable at in his home, usually aro 
also comfortable for his tropical fish or guppies. Under normal circumstances, а parson heats his 
house in Winter, and cools it in Summer. The degrees in temperature fluctuation do not usually 
vary поте than а few, вау three or four, ‘Tropicals can easily adapt to this change, The water at 
the top af the tank many be cooler than ln the middle or at the bottom depending upon the circulat- 
fon. It is sudden Fluctuations of extreme temperatures that create havoc and death to our fish. 


Jt has been found that keeping tropicals at say a constant BO degrees without variance, both day 
nd night can be harmful. It wili inevitably speed up their life cycle too much, and shorten their 
Ме span. A

When to CULL is sometimes a question! In all my 
experiences as a Guppy Breeder, I have heard 
‘many opinions about when to effectively cull 


s thelr particular rato of development

fish aro better comparing size, color, and 
proportions, Only the best is what you should 
show or consider breeding. If you oull too 
oon, you will never know what potential those 
culled fish would have exhibited, However, I've 
ween this idea carried to the extreme, What is 
the purpose of keoping runts until they reach 
maturity? You should not breed it for the 
obvious rensons of deteriorating your strain, 
and taking up procious tank space while conum.

One good rulo to follow 
is: Do not feed the fish for 24 hours before shipping. This will allow thom Lino to purga (ешеш 
so their own waste will not pollute their water, Ship them in clear water. Never uso water that is 
cloudy, for that means tho bacteria In the bag is competing with the fish for oxygen wed they will 
always win over the fish, 


‘To keep tho slime coat on the fish a product like "Novaqua" or "Stress" should be added to the 
shipping water. When either of ther products are used tho fish are costed for their no haves 
^ differs to some degroe from aquarist to aquatist, 


The bag should bo filled with air so that it is taut, There are 2 ways to seal a bag, One Is 

with а rubber band and the other le with a tight knot. I pref the knot for it discourages 

течно of the bag, The bags fish are shipped in should not bo re-used for If they are, bacteria may 
ind Just be waiting for new food and/or medium to grow in. 


After tho bag lo Jt should bo put into a light proof container like a cardboard box. 
‘This way, the fish will be quiet and not jump around doing damage to Itself and other tankneten, A 

ro box ls not sufficient, They get enough light to see, If you only have a styro box to put 
thom in, place the bag holding the fish in Black trash bag, then into the box 


When shipping fsb all bags should be doubled so that there are no corners for the fish to be 
rod ln. 


Try to ship the fish during a time of ува when the temperature is between 65 and 80 degrees, 
If tho fish arrivo in cold weather and they look dead, draw some 90 degreo tap water and font the 
bag. They might just be in n suspended condition.

1, Twobreed crosses. Only firstcross or F-1 offspring are produced 
with all sold or shown but not used for future brooding, It takes 
advantage of individual heterosis for vigor, survival, growth, efficiency, 
Or other traits. It dose not take advantage of herterosie for maternal 


aro matod to males of опе of the parental breeds and all 
offspring are sold or shown. This system takes advantage of maternal 
heterosis and of a part of individual hetero 


3. Threebreed crosses, Malos of breed А are mated to females of 
breed В and the resulting male offapring are sold or shown, The À x B 
females are bred to males of breed C and all offspring sold or shown, 
The system takos advantage that broede can be used to complement 
each other.

6, Rotational crosses is a system of crossbreeding which ayatomatically 
‘ures three or more breeds, In a system using three broods, males of 
breed A are mated to fomales of breed D. Tho two:breed cross 
daughters are mated to males of brood C. As the rotation continuos, 
the offepring will tend toward having 57 por cent of their inheritanc 
from the breed of thelr immediate father, 29 por cent from the breed 
of their second father (paternal grandfather), and 14 per cont of their 
tenes from tho third bres 


The offspring from a twobreed crisscrossing system will be expected to express 
about 2/3 of the heterosis exhibited by the initial crossbred offspring of the two broods. 
This follows from the fact that matings will be between purebred males and crossbred 
females with 2/3 of their inheritance from the other breed. For the three-bred rotational 
crossing, heterosis would be expected to be about 6/7 of ita maximum. Again this follow 
since the malos of one breed are mated to females with 6/7 of their Inheritance from 
broods other than the breed of their mate. 


It in generally recognized that each gone has several divergent effects and that the 
‘more favorable effect tends to bo dominant over the less favorable effect. Thus, if a 
given gene affects, let us say , five characters and ono of the effects is highly desirable 
‘and rather conspicuous, selection la apt to favor this gone ovon though it other four 
‘effects are not revealed because each in turn is covered by the dominant or apistatic 
affect of another gene, Thus, in part at least, the presence and persistency of lethal 
senos in guppies may bo explained.

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HORMONES 
by Dr. Eugene C. Larr 


There has bean а lot of excitement about the use of hormones on guppies. We a 
talking about the male hormone, TESTOSTERONE, or ita related compounds, with which 
we will test cur females. Such testing can give un information about the genetic traite 

e may contribute to a given cross, The troating of a male fish with testosterone will 
do nothing вв far as making him change, since ho already has the ability to manufacture 


several testosterone mixtures printed in the literature and the one given 
liy used: 


0 gram of methyl testosterone is mixed into 100 ce of 70% ethyl 
alcohol. This ia then mixed into 900 cc of distilled water, thus making 
our stock solution 


"This stock solution will be used in two different ways, which I havo called the SHORT 
METHOD and the DESTRUCTIVE METHOD. For testing, this hormo 
to fish food, as it is impossible to know the amount of hormone the 


cannot manufacture 
testosterone, When this hormone is added to the water in which the female is living, wo 
causo her to absorb it, thus making hor celle act as if they were malo cells. As the 
act, n change slowly takes place, She wil start showing tralte she carries, but which 
may ‘only Ме In the male fish bocauso of his natural ability to produce 
testosterone. . 


E 00: The femalo or females to be tested are placed in а small bare tank, 
the volume of which iw accurately known. To this container we will add two (2) drops of 
stock solution every other day for mach wallon of water in the container. We will koop 
adding this same amount ond no more until the female gives the information we are 
king, A calendar i» a must to Koop a record of the dosage, Females to be used for 
brooding should be treated for no longor than four or five weeks. Beyond this time she 
become aterile, We are looking only for а hint of coloration, so 
appears, stop the trontment, Pico the tested female in another tank 
for a rest of about ono month before aho i» placed with the chosen mal 


‘This typo of testing la very коой for controlled breeding for color of Кайа and fins. Some 
fomalos exposed to this test will novor lose all their new coloration, but are still all 


ht for brooding, 


DESTRUCTIVE METHOD: With this type of testing we will deliberately dostroy tho 

нейи ability of the females to obtain t tic information. A pair of fish 
aro mated ond first litter of young are ‘bout e of 
four weeks, Wo will use all thos placed in à 
small bare tank es before, but we will now add six (6) drops of stock solution every day 
Tor each gallon of water the tank contains, With this amount of estosterone in the water 
as the young females grow, a striking chango takes place... until they have developed 
heavy coloration and a well defined gonopodium, We now class these females and find 
what percent of them fall into tho different types of characteristics our testing М 
mevenled. 


Some time has passed and we now have more young from tho original parents. These 
young have been separated into male and female so that we now have a number of 
females that can be wee! in bre we find 
that all the females loni alike (which is most unlikely) wo can choose any female from 
the new young for further breeding. Generally one finds that only a small percent of the 
tast females show tho tits wo wont, so we must mate the chosen male to а fair number 


of the new females in order to get the results we are secking. To further help, we may 
use the SHORT METHOD on all the now females. to narrow our selection 


It has boon reported that there is s genetic differe- co in the young fish from litter to 
litter born of the same parents, however, this has not been my experience, and 1 have 
often wondered about the validity of such statements, When one iw working with large 
numbers of fish ond using virgin females, L don't soe how this condition could arise 
However, if the fer ‘not a virgin, it is easy to understand how such mistaken and 
erroneous reports could be made, When a nonvirgin is used it in extremely difficult to 
зау that the sperm from a given male is doing all the fertilization. Therefore, it ie of 
utmost importance that virgin females bo used in all genetic experiments. The only sure 
ray of obtaining virgin females is to separate all the young fish at birth, each in its own 
Jar, until the sex hos been established beyond all doubt. Remember, it has often been 
truly said that a baby male guppy knows he le long before we d 


Experiments have shown that а now male introduced to a previously fertilized female 
while she is giving birth, will sire somo 95% of the next litter. When new male le 
Introduced to а previously fortilized female three days after she has given birth, about 
55% of the next Utter will be from w male da 
birth, the now male will have fertilized 
and most likely he will have fertilized none 
‘As you can ene, o | conditions all the young from the 
next litter will not be fertilized by the newly Introduced malo, Incidentally, the 
kinds of experimenta ha 
about the first five days of her cycle sid, lo got the most precise genetic 
information, we must use virgin females, However, if you want or need to use a 
mon-virgin female, you must introduce the new male as the female iw giving birth. Since 
he ía now with tho non-virgin female, discard the next three littera; by this time all the 
xt litters will be from the new male, This is an excellent plan to use when one is 
working with only a few females of a given typo. 


Next we will be discussing some of tho genetic traits which aro known and fully 
"understood. Here we will got a glimpse of the breeding and testing techniques noc 
to define a given genetic trait and how to use this information. 


CAUTION: When we are using these hormone mixtures, we must take a few procauti 
t, dip tube, syphon, or food dispenser in the test 
la another tank of fish. Keep the tost tanks labeled and set 
they should be used only for testing. Do not put your hands into 
the water of a test tank or let the stock solution come into prolonged contact with your 
skin. Remember, this material ie effective in only a few parts per million! Follow the 
normal precautions of storing the solution out of the sight and reach of children and

‘and floating plants a trio to a tank and an external flow filter, Now you have all bare aquariums, 
no place for the young to hide and 10 adult fish to a tank, you use sponge filters and change thom 
‘only once every 3-4 months isod to food several times n day and use liquid and baby foods, you. 
usod bright lights for 14 ж of groon water, now you use 1/3 to 1/4 of that 
amount of light on at any one time, You checked the pH and added baking soda every woek now you 
never check the pH and add baking soda only when the fish hang at the surface. In the boxinning you 
had drops of 6-20 then you started gotting drops of 100 and more and tried to raise them the samo 
way. As a result the fish became over crowed and stunted. Now you feed four times a day when you 
think of it, ond use only adult foods and hatched brine only for the young. You have too many tanks 
and too many fish in each tank.”

Some show inflamed gilis with the disease. 
Others note a wanting disease with females who 
display a sunken stomach who sometimes live for 
months but never improve or bear young. 


Reviewing the habits of show winners did not 
indicate any substantial difference, some 
changed water weekly or monthly from 10% to 25%, 
most still fed dry food slong with 10-2l6 live 
food, Surprising not many used frozon food and 
sil fed 4 or more timos w day, 


One breeder adds anta becuse they are easy to 
syphon and all his fish readily eats them. To 
the question "Do many fish dio for unexplained 
reasons?” ono breeders responds "None of ту fish 
die like that....they wouldn't dare!”

THE CORYDORAS CATFISH AND CLEAN AQUARIUMS 
by Dan Fital 
Pennsylvania Keystone Guppy Association 


When 1 sponk of aquariam clonolín 
cleaning, while you sit back and do nothing! 


s that is not sugrostina that the Corydoras will do all the 


Koeping an aquarium clean naturally requires changing one-third of the water once weekly while 
siphoning out the debris on the bottom of ench aquarium, and changing the filter every few weeks. 


1 have just recently discovered that the tanks without a corydoras catfish had more debris to 
siphon out than those tanks that contained а least one corydoras, The question is, WHY? Well first 
of all let me clarify a myth that catfish eat fish foces. They do not any more than any other fish 
would. They benefit the aquarium by dovouring any uneaten particles of food laying on the bottom of 
the aquarium. When they scour tho bottom of the aquarium searching for food, they set the debris in 
motion, in such a manner as to be drawn to the suction action of the aquarium filter, 


Catfish cannot work miracles by being entirely responsible for aquarium cleanliness. Routine 
weekly water changes are still required as well as siphoning out the debris that accumulate at the 
bottom of the aquarium. The corydoras catfish is а good friend to have around: it can make nquariun 
managoment easier.

SEXING: If you have a few corys and you notice one of them js fatter than the others, you could 
assume that It in а female, 1 found that some согун grow faster than others and consume more food, 
so It is bound to be bigger and fatter. On the other hand, basic bone structure will remain the 
"The female's bone structure is largor to accommodate her reproductive organs. For this 
vn, 1 look at my corys from the front rather than from the top, and since the female's entire 
tructure is larger, her eyes are always further apart, Of course, it {в hard to check this 

you have a number of corys to draw a comparison upon. 
jale cory's eyes will always be closer together (in proportion to his body) than the female's. 
Sexing them this way le a little tricky at first, but once you get the hang of it you wil be right 

at least 80 percent of the time, 


SPAWNING: The standard procedure of using at least two males for each female is still the best. 

1 keep my trios in an all glass 10 gallon tank 
with only a cerner bubble-up filter, Corya prefer to lay their eggs on a dark surface, so if yon use 
> slate bottom tank, they will lay their eggs on the bottom of the tank, This may be detrimental to 
the eggs since they are not easily collected and during the collection you will tend to pick up 
unoaton food and waste material that may cause rapid fungus of the eggs. 

Tn an all glass tank they will lay their eggs all over the sides of the tank (usually in clumps of 
two or three, to fifty). When I see eggs in the tank, I usually place the eggs in a gallon container 
with fresh tap water of the same temperature as the trio's tank. I have found that the chlorine in 
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tho water aida in preventing fungus and does not harm the ege in any way. 1 then place an air stone 
(tine bubbles) snd в heater in the container and aver a period of 2-3 days bring up the temperature 
to about 78 degrees F. In about 5.7 daye in colder water and the fry prefer warmer water (the 
mortality rate of the fry is even higher in cold temperatures), Т try to keep my trios in a temper 
ature of 62-68 degrees F; in fact, during the summer I put their tanks on the basement floor and at 
mes even ndd ice cubes. With the addition of baby brine shrimp they usually spawn two days later. 
1f the fey wore kept at this cold temperature, they would certainly parish, | havo tried freshly 
hatched brine on the fry and It has worked well for me, but finely ground dried food is Just as 
acceptable,

heavily laden with sedimont, The first three tines T spawned corys I tried this 

1 then took a small corner filter and wrapped it in a piece of ol 

clean nylon mall fry from getting into the filter), I placed the filter in 

the tank and kept tho water as clean as possible. The mortality rate went down drastically and the 
fry seemed to grow much foster. 

After approximately 3 to 6 weeks the fry appeared to go into what 1 call the “dying stage”. 1 
have not yet found out why this happens, but I have lost as much as 50% of а spawn during this 
period, It le not unreasonable that this ix the time that I should allow sediment to build up in the 
tank, 

Coryn prefer to spawn either early in the morning or very late at night, The femal to hold 
about 2 or 3 the male upon which he fertilitas then, 
She then evi ho likes, adheres them to the glass, and starta the 
procedure ngain. The spawning takes about an hour and а half, during which timo tho female can 
deposit about two hundred eggs.

SPAWNING THE ALBINO CORYDORAS AENEUS 
A BAP. Report by Darrell R. Ullach8SAS 


Last year 1 was given a reverse trio (two malos, one female) and while they were kept well fed.thay 
did nothing on their own, I placed them in a 45 gallon bare tank with water temperature of 68:70 
degree P. Moving thom into this from a heated tank used to produce а spawn in theoo days, if not 
rnise tho tomperature again to 78 degrees. In about a week they should spawn and then the parents are 
removed, The water level is lowered па much as possible without exposing the eggs. When they hatch, 
the wigrlers have to go to tho surface Lo fill their swim bladder, and it helps to reduce the 
distance вв much an possiblo. In three days, over 90% of the eggs should hatch and the tadpole:like. 
{ту will cover the bottom of tha tank. Corydoras are moro readily spawned in hard water, nnd delicate 
fry need It Just to survive.
